An Individual who Is exceedingly 


underweight is more susceptible to 
tuberculosis. This disease is all too 
common among children and young 
adults. It is likely to follow a gen- 
eral run-down condition and is more 
apt to occur among underweight In- 
dividuals. In fact, persistent under- 
weight is a warning signal and should 
arouse suspicion. 


But how can weight be gained? 


Vou can do this only by eating more 
food every day than your body re- 
quires for subsistence. The best way 
tf. do^this is to add to your schedule 
one or two additional meals, which 
may take the form of a mid-morning 
or
